T urn ip R aisin g. 
The first req uisite for securing a first rate 
crop of turnips is a piece of land favorab ly lo­ 
cated with regard to moisture and sunshine, 
and ab ove all that the land shall b e well 
charged with productive 
power—in other 
words, that it shall b e in a high slate of fer­ 
tility. 
Many simple, innocent and ignorant 
farmers, seem to b e possessed of the idea, that 
there are a certain few crops, that b y a little 
sly maneuvering, may b e secured, of good 
q uality and large q uantity, from land that has 
b een neglected or exhausted b y previous 
crops 
Chief among these arc b eans, b uck­ 
wheat and turnips. 
Proverb ially, that land 
is poor indeed that will not yield a crop of 
white b eans; yet no farmer ever raised a good 
crop of b eans on poor land, and the same is 
eq ually true of b uckwheat and turnips. 
The 
sooner we learn that the price of every crop is 
well conditioned soil and careful cultivation, 
the b etter. 
It is idle to think that after the 
principal planting is over, and all the b est land 
an 1 manure appropriated, that we can turn 
over a piece of sod in the corner of some old 
pasture, and from it secure a good crop of 
turnips. 
For the b est success with this crop new land 
is most desirab le on account of the large 
amount of potash it contains, and the less lia­ 
b ility of the young plants b eing cut off b y in­ 
sects. 
Many varieties, as the ruta b aga, cow 
horn, yellow stone and golden b all should b e 
cultivated in rows ab out thirty inches apart. 
Turnip 3 do b etter when sown in the field where 
they are expected to grow, rather than to b e 
sown in a b ed and then transplanted to the 
field. 
After the third leaf appears they should 
receive a top dressing of wood ashes which 
will hasten their growth and stay the ravages 
of the turnip fly. 
If ashes are not ab undant, 
then a solution of potash may b e sprinkled on 
the plants with a watering pot, and afterwards 
dusted over with plaster. 
Turnips that make a q uick and rapid growth 
are much b etter in q uality than those growii 
slowly. 
Freq uent hoeing and stirring of the 
soil pays as well with this crop as with cab ­ 
b ages; b ut these vegetab les should not soon 
succeed each other on the same ground. 
The 
flat .French turnip is b est, grown b y b eing sown 
b roadcast on good soil with a top-dressing of 
some fertilizer containing considerab le potash. 
This crop may with advantage b e allowed to 
remain unharvested until after several severe 
frosts, which improves the flavor b y rornovj./g 
any b itterness that may exist. 
Among all the culinary vegetab les none 
contain so little nutritious m aterial and so 
much water comparatively, as turnips. 
I or a 
a continuous diet they are not desirab le, either 
for the human family or farm animals in our 
clim ate; b ut when used in connection with 
other and more highly nitrogeuized food, or 
alternating with it, they are most excellent, 
acting as an alterative upon the system and 
stim ulating the sccrctious and digestion.

The Rhinoceros Loose, 
Some recent incidents in a circus at Toronto j 
are thus describ ed b y the G lob e: *'Part of i 
the performance in the circus is the ‘trot 
made b y the cow rhinoceros, and accordingly 
at the proper time the b rute was led forth. 
The animal seems to b e q uite inoffensive, b ut 
it got b ulky yesterday afternoon, and it was 
only after a good deal of shoving and whip­ 
ping that it could b e induced to leave its cor­ 
ner. 
The b rute has an immense b it in its 
mouth, and is led or guided b v ropes attached 
to this. 
The route lay from the outer tent 
through a centre tent, and so into the hippo­ 
drome. 
This was accomplished with a good 
deal of exercise and yelling of drivers and the 
deep b ellowing oi the rhinoceros. 
The ring 
was reached at last and one revolution made, 
when the aDimal b olted, b reaking away from 
the leading ropes, and 
made straightway 
across the seats placed on the ground, and in 
direction of the door. 
Now it b ecame evident 
to the audience in this q uarter that the cow 
was loose, and the manifestations that follow­ 
ed this conviction were varied, b oth in q uan­ 
tity and q uality. 
One unanimous impression 
seized hold of them, that was, to place a 
reasonab le distance b etween them and the 
cow. 
The majority uttered a succession of 
screams in doing this, while they dropped b e­ 
tween the seats or sprang over them, Tilling 
over in unatlected tetror. 
In the meantime 
the keepers were in pursuit, and a b ody of 
Capt. Prince's choicest troops closed in to 
surround the cow, b ut they opened out again 
in skirmishing order with mHilary celerity, re­ 
tiring twelve paces while the b rute was b eing 
lassoed. 
While all this was going on in the 
hippodrome the other animals had b ecome 
distracted b y the noise ; and the roars of the 
lion and the chattering of monkeys and the 
screams of all the feathered trib es, made an 
uproar that those who heard it will not soon 
forget. 
For the rest the performance was 
successful}' carried out.” 


New M ethod oi B uilding. 
The English papers are giving very flutter­ 
ing accounts of a now method of constructing 
b uildings fur all purposes, b y the use of wire 
and concrete. A frame work is made of wood 
or 
iron supports, along which wires are 
stretched, to which concrete is applied. 
By 
this arrangem ent not only are the walls aud 
floors of the b uilding made, b ut the doors, 
stairs, b anisters, partitions aud shelving are 
formed of the same material. 
For doors, 
window and show casings, us well as for thin 
partitions, some fib rous materials are worked 
into the concrete in order to produce a strong 
cohesion and to prevent cracking. 
Buildings 
made in this way are ab solutely fire-proof, and 
are remarkab ly cheap. 
A house made in this 
way was sub jected to a very great heat from 
fires made ou the outside, and the Jiuihliug 
not only escaped injury of any kind, b ut per­ 
sons rem ained in the upper story all the w hile. 
Even the furniture iu the room was uninjured. 
Several larire b locks and numerous farm b uild­ 
ings are b eing constructed of wire and con­ 
crete in the north of Euglund. 
Houses con­ 
structed iu this way req uire no lathing, and 
the flues for carrying oft the smoke and foul 
air are found in the walls. 
By using cement 
of diflerent colors b uildings may b e made 
highly ornamental. 
It is q uite likely that 
b uildings of this kind will soon b e erected in 
this country. 
It would seem that this inten­ 
tion would solve the q uestion of how stock 
shall b e sheltered. 


To Cure Epizootic. 
Give one tab lespoonful of pulverized tob acco 
ouco each day iu feed. 
As prevention, hang 
a few haudsful of tob acco in the stall of each 
horse. 
Six stab les of horses ab out here b ad 
tob acco hanging iu the loft last fall while the 
epizootic was prevailing, and no horse iu 
tli03C stab les took the disease, while all other 
stab les were visited b y the pestilence. 
This 
disease is q uite likely to appear again, hence, 
this may b e valuab le information.

Turnip Raising. 
The first requisite for Recuring a first rate 
crop of turnips is a piece of land favorably lo­ 
cated with regard to moisture and sunshine, 
and above all that the land shall be well 
charged with productive 
power—in other 
words, that it shall be in a high state of fer 
tility. 
Many simple, innocent and ignorant 
farmers, seem to be possessed of the idea, that 
there are a certain few crops, that by a little 
sly maneuvering, may bo secured, of good 
quality and large quantity, from land that has 
been neglected or exhausted by previous 
crops 
Chief among these arc beans, buck­ 
wheat and turnips. 
Proverbially, that land 
Is poor indeed that will not yield a crop of 
white beans; yet no farmer ever raised a good 
crop of beans on poor land, and the same is 
equally true of buckwheat and turnips. 
The 
sooner we learn that the price of every crop is 
well conditioned soil and careful cultivation, 
the better. 
It is idle to think that after the 
principal planting is over, and all the best land 
an I manure appropriated, that we can turn 
over a piece of sod in the corner of some old 
pasture, and from it secure a good crop of 
turnips. 
For the best success with this crop new land 
is most desirable on account of the large 
amount of potash It contains, and the lcs3 lia­ 
bility of the young plants tieing cut off by in­ 
sects. 
Many varieties, us tho ruta baga, cow 
horn, yellow stone aud golden ball fhould lie 
cultivated iii rows about thirty inches apart. 
Turnip! do better when sown in the field where 
they are expected to grow, rather than to be 
sown in a bed and then transplanted to tho 
field. After the third leaf apjioars they should 
receive a top dressing of wood ashes which 
will hasten their growtli and stay the ravages 
of the turnip fly. 
If ashes arc not abundant, 
then a solution of potash may lie sprinkled on 
the plants with a watering pot, and afterwards 
dusted over with plaster. 
Turnips that make a quick and rapid growth 
arc much (jotter in quality thnn those grown 
slowly. 
Frequent hoeing and stirring of tho 
soil pays as well with this crop as with cab­ 
bages; but these vegetables should not soon 
succeed each other on the same grouud. 
The 
flat French turnip is l>est grown by tieing sown 
broadcast on good soil with a top-dressing of 
some fertilizer containing considerable j»otasli. 
This crop may with advantage be allo win I to 
remain unharvested until after several seven 
frosts, which improves the flavor by removing 
any bitterness that may exist. 
Among all til*" culinary veget ibles none 
contain so little nutritious material ami po 
much water comparatively, us turnips. 
Fora 
a continuous diet they aru not desirable,«tiber 
for the human family or farm animals in our 
climate; but when used iii connection with 
other and more highly nitrogeuized food, or 
alternating "itll it, they are most excellent, 
acting us au alterative upon the system and 
stimulating the secretions and digestion

Tim majority uttered a succession of 
screams in doing this, while they dropped be­ 
tween the seats or spraug over them, rilling 
over in unatlected tetror. 
In the meantime

tiring twelve paces while the brute was being 
lassoed. 
While all this was going on in the 
hippodrome the other animals had become 
distracted by the noise ; and the roars of the 
lion and the chattering of monkeys and the 
screams of all the feathered trities, made an 
uproar that those who heard it will not soon 
forget. 
For the rest the performance was 
successful)' carried out." 


Men Method of Building. 
The English papers are giving very flatter­ 
ing accounts of a new method of constructing 
buildings for all purposes, by the use of wire 
and concrete. A frame work is made of wood 
or iron supjiorts, along which wires are 
stretched, to w hich concrete is applied. 
By 
this arrangement not only are1 the walls and 
floors of the building made, lint the doors, 
stair.-, banisters, partitions aud shelving are 
Dinned of the same material. 
For doors, 
window and show casings, as well as for thin 
partitions, noire fibrous materials are worked 
into the concrete in tinier to produce a strong 
cohesion and to prevent cracking. 
Buildings 
made Iii this way are absolutely fin-proof, and 
are remarkably cheap. 
A house made in this 
way was subjected to a very great heat from 
fires made on the outside, aud the buildiug 
riot only e-ca|>ed injury of any kind .'but lier 
sons remaimsl Iu the upper story all the while. 
Even the furniture iu the room was uninjured. 
Several large blocks and numerous farm build­ 
ings are being constructed of wire aud con­ 
crete in the north of England. 
Houses con­ 
structed In this way require no lathing, and 
tho flues for curry dug ort the smoke and foul 
uir are found in the walls. 
By using cement 
of diflerent colon! building* may lie made 
highly ornamental. 
It is quite likely that 
buildings of this kind w ill soon lie erected In 
this country. 
It would recto that this inven­ 
tion would Robe the question of how -lock 
shall I*" sheltered.

Give oue tablespoonful of pulverized tobacco 
mice each day In feed. 
As prevention, hang 
few handsful of tobacco iu the stall of each 
boree. 
Six stables of horses atwut Imre bad 
tobacco hanging iu tho loft lajt fall while tbs 
epizootic was prevailing, and no horse iu 
those stables took the disease, while all other 
stables were visited by the pestilence.

Turnip Raising. 
The first requisite for securing a first rate 
crop of turnips is a piece of land favorably lo­ 
cated with regard to moisture and sunshine, 
and above all that the land shall be well 
charged with productive 
power—in other 
words, that it shall be in a high state of fer­ 
tility. 
Many simple, innocent and ignorant 
farmers, seem to be possessed of the idea, that 
there are a certain few crops, that by a little 
sly maneuvering, may be secured, uf good 
quality and large quantity, from land that has 
been neglected or exhausted by previous 
crops 
Chief among these arc beans, buck­ 
wheat and turnips. 
Proverbially, that land 
is poor indeed that will not yield a crop of 
vvbite beans; yet no farmer ever raised a good 
crop of beaus on poor land, and the same is 
equally true of buckwheat and turnips. 
The 
sooner we learn that the price of every crop is 
well conditioned soil and careful cultivation, 
the better. 
It is idle to think that after the 
principal planting Í3 over, and all the best land 
and manure appropriated, that we can turn 
over a piece of sod in the corner of some old 
pasture, and from it secure a good crop of 
turnips. 
For the best success with this crop new land 
is most desirable on account of the large 
amouut of potash it contains, and the less lia­ 
bility of the young plants being cut off by in­ 
sects. 
Many varieties, as the ruta baga, cow 
horn, yellow stone and golden ball thould be 
cultivated in rows about thirty inches apart. 
Turuip3 do better when sown in the Held where 
they are expected to grow, rather than to be 
sown in a bed and then transplanted to the 
field. 
After the third leaf appears they should 
receive a top dressing of wood ashes which 
will basten their growth and stay the ravages 
of the turnip fly. 
If ashes arc not abundant, 
then a solution of potash may be sprinkled on 
the plants with a watering pot, and afterwards 
dusted over with plaster. 
Turnips that make a quick and rapid growth 
are much better in quality than those grown 
slowly. 
Frequent hoeing and stirring of the 
soil pays as well with this crop as with cab­ 
bages ; but these vegetables should not soon 
succeed each other on the same ground. 
The 
flat .French turnip is best, grown by being sown 
broadcast on good soil with a top-dressing of 
some fertilizer containing considerable potash. 
This crop may with advantage be allowed to 
remain unharvested until after several severe 
frosts, which improves the flavor by removing 
any bitterness that may exist. 
Among all the culinary vegetables none 
coutaiu so little nutritious material and so 
much water comparatively, as turnips. 
For a 
a continuous diet they are nut desirable, either 
for the human family or farm animals in our 
climate; but when used in connection with 
other and more highly nitrogen ¡zed food, or 
alternating with it, they are most excellent, 
acting as an alterative upon the system and 
stimulating the secretions and digestion.

New Method of Building. 
The English papers are giving very flatter­ 
ing accounts of a new method of constructing 
buildings for all purposes, by the use of wire 
and concrete. A frame work is made of wood 
or iron supports, aloug which wires are 
stretched, to which concrete is applied. 
By 
this arrangement not only arc the walls aud 
floors oí the building made, but the doors, 
stairs, banisters, partitions aud shelving are 
formed of the same material. 
For doors, 
window and show casings, as well as for thin 
partitions, some fibrous materials are worked 
into the concrete in order to produce a stroug 
cohesion and to prevent cracking. 
Buildings 
made in this way are absolutely fire-proof, aud 
are remarkably cheap. 
A house made in this 
way was subjected to a very great heat from 
fires made ou the outside, aud the buildiug 
not only escaped injury of any kind,'but per­ 
sons remained iu the upper story all the w hile. 
Even the furniture iu the room was uninjured. 
Several large blocks aud numerous farm build­ 
ings are being constructed of wire aud con­ 
crete in the north of England. 
Houses con­ 
structed iu this way require no lathing, and 
the flues for carrying oft the smoke and foul 
air arc found in the walls. 
By usiug cement 
of diflcrent colors buildings may be made 
highly ornamental. 
It is quite likely that 
buildiugs of this kind will soon be erected iu 
this country. 
It would seem that tins inven­ 
tion would solve tlie question of how stock 
shall be sheltered.

N orfolk, Va., July 27.—At an early hour 
to-day Wcite 4 Ulman’s shoe store, two doors 
south of the starling point of Saturday’s con­ 
flagration, was discovered «u fire, and so inef­ 
fectual were the efforts oí the Fire Depart­ 
ment, worn out by its labors of the preceding 
morning, that tbe building and adjoining one, 
occupied as a hardware store, were entirely 
destroyed. 
But little of the contents of the 
building? were saved. 
About half an hour 
after the discovery of this fire another fire 
broke out on Campbell’s wharf, about a square 
from the first, in a three-story brick building 
occupied by a produce dealer. 
This building 
and one immediately north, used for the same 
purpose, were also entirely destroyed. Upon 
tbe discovery of this last and fifth fire during 
the twenty-four hoars ending Sunday morning 
the greatest consternation prevailed. 
Market 
square and Main street were thronged with ex­ 
cited people, many believing an organized 
plan for the destruction of the entire city was 
being put into execution. 
Fire companies of 
Portsmouth and the navy yard again came 
over in response to rockets sent up as signals 
for assistance, and rendered invaluable aid.— 
On Campbell’s wharf, where the fire threatened 
to Involve an entire square, the steamer Syl­ 
vester, lying near Campbell’s wharf, was put iu 
readiness to be dispatched to Old Point for 
government fire engines at Fort Monroe, bat 
further assistance proved unnecessary. The 
loss by the last two fires probably falls within 
$35,000, largely covered by insurance.

What base ingratitude you fellows show to so 
abuse one of your most illustrious compeers 
when lie, in blissful ignorance, is peacefully 
dream ing the happy hours away while you are 
plotting these shameful conspiracies against 
his serenity of m ind! 
You wouldn’t indulge 
in “ those conducts” if you k new how you are 
laying up wrath against the day of wrath 
Wait till I get home! 
I left Stamford yesterday, bearing away 
pleasing memories. 
I shall not soon forget 
it, with its beauties (female and otherwise) 
which, being a lover of nature in all its phas- 
es, 1 am bound to admire. 
There is little of 
artificial decoration there. 
The girls don’t 
wear bustles nor paint, and the mountains 
ex hibit their primitive wildness and beauty, 
It is an intellectual town. 
I passed a group 
of boys in the street at play just as one of 
them was saying, “ Why, Johnnie, what is the 
m atter? Your mind don’t run on anythin 
I didn’t hear the rest, but the remark struck 
me as quite out of the ordinary line of youth­ 
ful conveisatiOn. 
A Rondout hoodlum would 
ave observed, “Now look 
a here, Johnnie, 
lat are you about ? just mind your eye 
uch is the difference between youth in the 
rough and those modeled by intellectual sur­ 
roundings. 
I found the Man of Cheek uji there, loo 
His name is Fuller, and lie's a butcher by pro­ 
fession. 
He found I was a newspaper man 
aud lie came to me for a “puff,” and didn’t 
even offer to subscribe for the paper. 
He sells 
mine host of the Hamilton House all his beef, 
and lie wanted me to publish that stupendous 
fact. 
May his beef grow tender and his 
cheek less. 
There’s a man in Stamford and one heic 
whose obituaries I should delight to compose. 
The Stamford fiend is the night watchman of 
the railroad, and every morning at half-past 
four lie blows a sort of devil’s tattoo on the 
engine whistle. 
IIe lias reached such a state 
of perfection that he can play several tunes 
with tolerable precision, and he shows oil his 
accomplishment at every opportunity while 
people who want to sleep lie abed and stuff 
; tlieir ears aud k ick off' the bed clothes and— 
| some of them —swear. 
The natives are form 
ing a vigilance committee, and the railroad 
company had better get a substitute ready for 
the position. 
The other destroyer of happi­ 
ness is a cornet player here, who wak es the

fishing. I have abandoned fishing; my stump 
ex perience was sufficient, although The Free­ 
man hadn’t its ears wide enough open to get 
the truth of that story.

yer interviewed me on the Schoonmak er-

I was over in Harpers- 
tield two or three times. 
The railroad is 
graded for a mile or so, but no rails laid, so 
the town by virtue of its bonding agreement 
lias to pay interest on its bonds while the 
railroad don’t enter its limits. 
Beautiful! 
It’s awful dry up here; by which I don’t 
mean as regards spirituous refreshments, but 
the ground and atmosphere. 
A fine rain yes­ 
terday and last night modified the condition of 
things somewhat, but the stream s are very 
low and it needs a soak er to put thorn in tol­ 
erably full condition. 
There is a great deal of talk about pushing 
through the Delhi A Middletowrt Railroad. 
The greater part of the road has been graded, 
but not a rail laid. 
It seems to be thought 
that the m anagers were improvident in ex ­ 
pending all the funds for grading, leaving 
nothing with which to furnish rails, etc., and 
causing the enterprise to remain in 
sta tu q u o . 
Much of the embank ment lias been washed 
away and will require much ex pense and labor 
to put In track -laying condition again. 
But I must lay by my pencil and go forth to 
breathe my morning quantum of mountain air, 
the lik e of which can't he found down in the 
hot regions of torrid Rondout.

E d i tor F reem an: —The question of a sup­ 
ply of water for our city demands immediate 
attention. 
There is but one opinion regard­ 
ing its necessity, and the only question is, 
how shall we get it. 
The Secretary of the 
Kingston W ater Work s Company writes to 
The Freeman that their company was orga­ 
nized over two years since and that people do 
not come forward and subscribe to the stock . 
Having been two years in getting their sub­ 
scription list up to $20,000 it is evident that 
we shall never have water work s built by this 
company. 
Capitalists do not seem to regard 
the enterprise favorably as an investment, 
whether from want of confidence 
111 the pres­ 
ent managers to carry it to a successful com­ 
pletion, or from want of faith in the ability of 
the work to pay. we cannot tell. 
But one 
thing is certain, we are mak ing no progress 
toward to the introduction of water. 
What then shall be done ! 
I reply let our 
city fathers tak e the m atter in hand, savveys 
and estimates made at once, and as soon as 
the Legislature meets, get authority to issue 
bonds, and then proceed and build the work s. 
I am aware that, our people have a strong 
prejudice against bonding and justly so after 
our ex perience in that direction, but for the 
purpose of introducing water a largo majority 
of the property holders would undoubtedly 
favor it. 
As a protection against fire aud a 
sanitary measure, water has become an abso­ 
lute necessity, and wo had better issue bonds 
now and build the work s, rather than wait 
until a fire shall have swept half a million of 
property from our midst. 
Upper Kingston is 
entirely defenceless against the ravages of 
fire, having but a few small cisterns contain­ 
ing water, which would soon be ex hausted. 
Every one here realizes the fact that a fire 
fairly started would destroy a large part of 
this "end ofjthc city. 
If our city fathers will 
tak e hold of this m atter with energy, and a 
determination to build the work s, they will be 
sustained by the people, and 
011 the first day 
of January 1875 we may celebrate the intro­ 
duction of water into ihe eitv of Kingston.

BASK K TFILS OF MOUNTAIN A IR . 
R am ble* of T he Freem an O w l. 
Mariaketville, July 26. 
When T wrote my last line, read my last 
proof and dropped my pen from weary lingers, 
I registered a solemn vow to myself that the 
ensuing two weeks, during which I meditated 
following out a most seductive vacation pro­ 
gramme, should witness on my part the most 
complete isolation from work; that I should 
uot write a word or give The Freeman a 
thought while I “loafed aud invited my soul” in 
unwonted and luxurious idleness. But I have 
found that the old adage of human planning 
and providential disposition in my case has 
received fresh ^verification. In the first place 
Stamford gave me a loud call to say some­ 
thing, to which, after much inward debate, I 
responded, apparently to the gratification of 
the good people of that blissful burgh. But a 
greater incentive to use the weapon «o many 
country debating societies lmvc labored to* 
prove mightier than the sword has come to 
me from the columns of my own beloved sheet. 
What base ingratitude you fellows show to so 
abuse one of your most illustrious comi>eer.s 
when he, in blissful ignorance, is peacefully 
dreaming the happy hours away while you arc 
plotting these shameful conspiracies against 
his serenity of mind! You wouldn’t indulge 
in “those conducts” if you knew how you are 
laying up wrath against the day of wrath. 
Wait till I get home! 
I left Stamford yesterday, bearing away 
pleasing memories. I shall not soon forget 
it, with its beauties (female and otherwise) 
which, being a lover of nature in all its phas­ 
es, I am bound to admire. There is little of 
artificial decoration there. The girls don't 
wear bustles nor paint, and the mountains 
exhibit their primitive wildness and beauty.— 
It is an intellectual town. I passed a group 
of boys in the street at play just as one of 
them was saying, “Why, Johnnie, what is tlie 
matter? Your mind don’t run on anything—” 
I didn’t hear the rest, but the remark strucK 
me as quite out of the ordinary line of youth­ 
ful conveisation. A Rondout hoodlum would 
have observed, “Now look a here, Johnnie, 
what are you about ? just mind your eye.”— 
Such is the difference between youth in the 
rough ami those modeled by intellectual sur­ 
roundings. 
I found the Man of Check up there, loo. 
His name is Fuller, and he’s a butcher by pro­ 
fession. He found I was a newspaper man 
aud lie came to me for a “pufl,” and didn’t 
even ofler to subscribe for the paper, lie sells 
mine host oí the Hamilton House all his beef, 
and lie wanted me to publish that stupendous 
fact. 
May his beef grow tender and his 
cheek less. 
There's a man in Stamford and one lieic 
whose obituaries I should delight to compose. 
The Stamford fiend is the night watchman of 
the railroad, and every morning at half-past 
four lie blows a sort of devil's tattoo on the 
engine whistle. He ha3 reached such a state 
of perfection that lie can play several tunes 
with tolerable precision, and be shows ofi his 
accomplishment at every opportunity while 
people who want to sleep lie abed and stufi 
their ears aud kick ofi' the bed clothes and— 
gome of them—swear. The natives are form­ 
ing a vigilance committee, and the railroad 
company had better get a substitute ready for 
the position. The other destroyer of happi­ 
ness is a comet player here, who wakes the 
echoes with furious blasts which he doubtless 
imagines are music sweeter than seraphs’.— 
He is practising to join the baud, but board­ 
ers here hope he will receive a summons soon 
to join another band in their march to a coun­ 
try where brass cornets would be of little ser­ 
vice—they would melt. 
Margarctvllle is well filled with boarders, 
many of them from Kingston. The Ackerly 
House has nearly all it can accommodate, 
with more coining, its reputation for cleanli­ 
ness and good management in every respect 
drawing an abundance of patrons. From 
here visitors go pic nicking, hunting and 
fishing. I have abandoued fishing; my stump 
experience was sufficient, although The Free­ 
man hadn’t its ears wide enough open to get 
the truth of that story. 
I find Ulster county affairs attract a good 
deal of attention up here. A Stamford law­ 
yer interviewed me on the Schoonmaker- 
Coopcr bill business. He thinks of moving 
down there—he admires the length and 
amount of that bill. I was over in Ilarpers- 
tield two or three times. The railroad is 
graded for a mile or so, but no rails laid, so 
the town by virtue of its bonding agreement 
has to pay interest on its bonds while the 
railroad don't enter its limits. Beautiful! 
It’s awful dry up here; by which I don’t 
mean as regards spirituous refreshments, but 
the ground and atmosphere. A tine rain yes­ 
terday and last nigbt modified the condition of 
things somewhat, but the streams are very 
low and it needs a soaker to put them in tol 
erably full condition. 
There is a great deal of talk about push'hi* 
through the Delhi & Middlctowrt Railroad 
The greater part of the road lias been graded, 
but not a rail laid. 
It seems to be thought 
that the managers were improvident in ex­ 
pending all the funds for grading, leavin, 
nothing with which to furnish rails, etc., and 
causing the enterprise to remain in stain quo. 
Mucli of the embankment lias been washed 
away and will require much expense and labor 
to put in track-laying condition again. 
But I must lay by my pencil and go forth to 
breathe my morning quantum of mountain air, 
the like of which can't be found down in the 
hot regions of torrid Rondout.

Ou motion 
referred to the Mayor with power to direct the 
police officers to enforce the ordinance prohib­ 
iting such bathing. 
A communication was received from Catha­ 
rine Dunn complaining that she had been 
compelled to pay nine dollars city taxes un­ 
der protest, she not owning any properly lia­ 
ble for taxes. 
On motion of Alderman Plough, a warrant 
was ordered to be issued to the complainant 
for the amount of taxes so paid.

The pe­ 
culiar charm of the spot is its breezy retire­ 
ment, ami its freedom from the annoyances 
which usually ir.fest the Summer watering- 
places. There are no rapacious hackmen to 
rob the traveler under pretense of guiding him 
to the hidden beauties of the scene, no seduc­ 
tive faro-table to tempt his discretion with its 
littering baits, no shining display of super­ 
fluous ribbons and laces, no shoddy splendors 
or rowdy roughness. The climate is simply 
delicious. The bracing air of the mountains 
is both food and cordial. 
Everybody speaks 
of an exhilaration which makes wine an im­ 
pertinence. Winter clothing by day and Win­ 
ter blankets at night are a necessity, but 
coughs and hay-fever arc unknown. The ap­ 
petite becomes robust, like that of a strong 
man ou a sea-voyage, and three substantial 
meals a day are heartily greeted even by the 
most capricious digestion. 
But ample pro­ 
vision Is made for the ta3le of epicures,and the 
table of the Overlook, both in material and 
cookery, is scarcely surpassed by the most 
pretentious metropolitan cuisines. The infat­ 
uated persons who cultivate a passion for 
mountain scrambles may have a chance to 
break their necks at any moment in paths as 
steep and perilous as the Mauvais Pas at*Cha- 
mouni.” 


Recorder*» Court. 
The assault and battery mania still con­ 
tinues. It seems the hot weather of the past 
few days must have distempered the blood of 
gome of our people, and heated their passions 
as well as bodies. Ou Friday James Gage 
was brought into court on complaint of Joshua 
Gilbert, that said Gage had been guilty of an 
assault and battery. The prisoner plead not 
uilty, and gave ball for iiis appearance at 
the Court of Sessions. Leonard Ilazzard was 
next brought into court, also oil a charge of 
assault and battery. It is alleged that lie as­ 
saulted and beat one Michael MeCarole, at 
Wilbur. 
The parties concerned are boatmen. 
The prisoner plead not guilty, and gave bail. 
Saturday morning Leonard Hazzard made 
complaint before the Recorder that be was in 
danger of great bodily harm from Jamc3 Mc- 
Carole and Michael MeCarole. Both the Mc- 
Caroles were arrested and brought before the 
court. A motion was made by the prisoners’ 
attorney for their discharge on the ground 
that neither complainant nor witnesses had 
been examined at the lime of issuing 
the warrant. That is when* a complaint is 
made and sworn to for a peace warrant, it is 
the duty of the Recorder to examine the com­ 
plainant, aud any witnesses that may be brought 
before him. This examination must be sub­ 
scribed by the party who testifies. It seems 
no such examination was had, so the Recorder 
discharged the prisoners. Another warrant 
was soon after issued, but whether the parties 
were arrested we have not learned. The next 
case was that of The People vs. Margaret Di­ 
amond. Margaret was arrested for disorderly 
conduct on the complaint of Margaret Clancy. 
The parlies live in North Rondout on the 
same street. Margaret Glancy lives above 
Diamond, so that all the water and other 
liquids Mrs.- Glancy throws out of her door­ 
way, and verily they are many, runs down in 
front of the house of Mrs. 
Diamond. 
Very naturally this has led 
to hard 
words on the part of Mrs. Diamond, which 
were promptly answered by Mrs. Glancy, 
who not only gave her a longue lashing, but 
finished up i acli sentence by throwing out 
move slop water. For two years liave the 
parlies livcej on that street; for two years has 
the slop water meandered iu dirty streams 
from the doorway of the complainant past the 
doorway of defendant, and each day for two 
whole years has the defendant entered a 
shrilly protest of such doings. Friday last 
the wordy combat was louder than usual; the 
Margarets scented to have improved by Ion 
practice; their throats have become toughen­ 
ed, and their voices strengthened, so the notes 
can be heard for the distance of several blocks. 
Besides this their vocabulary ol haul words 
lias much increased, go that the neighbors 
were treated to nearly every known word in 
the language of excoriation. At last Mrs. 
Glancy could no longer I tear the fire of Mrs 
Diamond’s tongue, so she emptied out her last 
pail of slops, and immediately proceeded to 
the Recorder. A warrant was issued, and 
the irrepressible Margaret brought into court. 
After some little preliminaries had been set- 
tied, such as feeing the icwycrs, Ac., Mrs.

W ater W ork». 
UrPEB Kingston', July 26th, 1873. 
E d ito r F reem an :—The question of a sup­ 
ply of water for our city demands immediate 
attention. There is but one opinion regard­ 
ing its necessity, and the only question is, 
how shall we get it. The Secretary of tlie 
Kingston W ater Works Company writes to 
The Freeman that their company was orga­ 
nized over two years since and that people do 
not come forward and subscribe to the stock. 
Having been two years in getting their sub­ 
scription list up to $20,000 St is evident that 
we shall never have water works built by this 
company’. Capitalists do not seem to regard 
the enterprise favorably as an investment, 
whether from want of confidence in the pres­ 
ent m anagers to carry it to a successful com­ 
pletion, or from want of faith in the ability of 
the work to pay, we cannot tell. But one 
thiug is certain,' we are making no progress 
toward to the introduction of water. 
What then shall be done ! I reply let our 
city fathers take the matter iu baud, surveys 
anil estimates made at once, and as soon as 
the Legislature meets, get authority to issue 
1 Kinds, and then proceed and build the works. 
I am aware that bur people have a strong 
prejudice against bonding and justly so after 
our experience in tliat dlrectiou, but for tlie 
purpose of introducing water a largo majority 
of the property holders would undoubtedly 
favor it. As a protection against lire and a 
sanitary measure, water has become an abso­ 
lute necessity, and wo had better issue bonds 
now and build the works, rather than wait 
until a fire shall have swept half a million of 
property from our midst. Upper Kingston is 
entirely defenceless against the ravages of 
fire, having but a few small cisterns contain­ 
ing water, which would soon be exhausted. 
Every one here realizes the fact that a lire 
fairlv started would destroy a large part of 
this end of'thc city. If our city fathers will 
lake hold of this matter with energy, and a 
determination to build the works, they will be 
sustained by the people, and on the first day 
of January 1875 we may celebrate the intro­ 
duction of water into the city of Kingston.

The Habit of Reading. 
“ I hav e no time to read,'' is the comp laint, 
and esp ecially of women, whose occup ations 
are such a3 to p rev ent continuous book p er* 
r.sal. 
They seem to think, because they can­ 
not dev ote as much attention to books as they 
are comp elled to dev ote to their av ocations, 
that they cannot read anything. 
Hut this is 
a great mistake. It i3n’t the books we finish 
at°a sitting^ which always do us the most 
good. 
Those we dev our in the cild aomeuta, 
half a dozen p ages at a time, often giv e us 
more satisfaction, aad are more thoroughly 
digested than those we make a p articular 
effort to read. 
The men who hav e made their 
mark iu the world hav e generally been the 
men who hav e in boyhood formed the habit 
of reading at ev ery av ailable moment, whether 
for fiv e minutes or fiv e hours. 
It is the habit of reading rather than the 
time at our command that help s us on the 
road to learning. Many of tiie most cultiv ated 
p ersons, whose name hav e been famous a3 
students, hav e giv en only two or three hours 
a day 10 their books. 
If we make use of sp are 
minutes in the midst of our work, and read a 
little, if but a p age or a p aragrap h, we shad 
fiud our brains quickened and our toil lighten­ 
ed by just so much iucreased satisfaction as 
the book giv es us. 
Nothing help s along the 
monotonous daily round so much as fresh and 
•triKing thoughts, to be considered while orr 
baDds are busy. 
A new idea from a new 
v olume Is like oil which reduces the faction 
of the machiuery of life. 
What wo remember 
from brief glimp ses into [books often serv es 
as a stimulus to action, aod becomes one of 
the most p recious dep osits in the treasury of 
our recollection. All knowledge is made up 
of small p arts, which would seem insignificant 
in themselv es, but which, taken together, are 
v aluable weap ons for the mind and substantial 
armour for the soul.

“ I have no time to read,” is the complaint, 
and especially of women, allose occupations 
arri such a3 to prevent continuous book per* 
i sal. 
They seem to think, because they can­ 
not devote as much attention to books as they 
are compelled to devote to their avocations, 
that they cannot read anything. 
Kilt this is 
a CTcat mistake. 
It Isn't the books we finish 
at^a sitting which always do us the most 
good. 
Those we devour In the odd momenta, 
half a dozen pages at a time, often give us 
more satisfaction, aaJ are more thoroughly 
digested than those wo make a particular 
efiort to read. 
The men who have made their 
mark lu the world have generally lieen the 
men who have in boyhood formed the habit 
of reading at every available moment, whether 
for five minutes or five hours. 
It is the habit of reading rather tliau the 
time at our command that helps us on the 
road to learning. Many of the most cultivated 
persons, whose name have been famous as 
students, hare givcu only two or three hours 
a day lo their books. 
If we make use of spare 
minutes in the midst of our work, and read a 
little, if but a page or a paragraph, we shall 
Sud our brains quickened and our toil lighten- 
e ] by just so much increased satisfaction as 
the book gives us. 
Nothing helps along the 
monotonous daily round so much os fresh und 
tim in g thoughts, to be considered while our 
bauds ara busy. 
A new idea from a new 
volume is like oil which reduces the filet ion 
of the machinery of life. 
What wo remember 
from brief glim pses into [books often serves 
a i a stimulus to action, and becomes odc of 
the most precious deposits in the treasury of 
our recollection. 
All knowledge is made up

The Habit of Reading. 
“ I have no time to read,** is the complaint, 
and especially of women, whose occupations 
axe sucli 0 3 to prevent continuous book per* 
vsal. They seeui to think, because they can* 
not devote as much attention to books as they 
are compelled to devote to their avocations, 
that they cannot read anything. 
Put this is 
a great mistake. It l3n’t the book3 we finish 
at^a sitting which always do as the most 
good. Those we devour in the odd moments, 
half a dozen pages at a time, often give us 
more satisfaction, aad are more thoroughly 
digested than those we make a particular 
cilort to read. 
The men who have made their 
mark lu the world have generally been the 
men who have in boyhood formed the habit 
of reading at every available moment, whether 
for five minutes or five hours. 
It is the habit of reading rather than the 
time at our command that helps us on the 
road to learning. Many of the most cultivated 
persons, whose name have been famous a3 
studeuts, have given only two or three hours 
a day 1 0 their books. If we make use of spare 
minutes in the midst of our work, and read a 
little, if but a page or a paragraph, we sha'.l 
find our brains quickened and our toil lighten­ 
ed by just so much increased satisfaction as 
the book gives ns. Nothing helps along the 
monotonous daily round so much as fresh and 
•triKing thoughts, to be considered while our 
hands arc busy. 
A new idea from a new 
volume Is like oil which reduces the fiiction 
of the machluery of life. What wo remember 
from brief glimpses into [books often serves 
as a stimulus to action, and becomes one of 
the most precious deposits in the treasury of 
our recollection. All knowledgo is made up 
of small parts, which would seem insignificant 
in themselves, bnt which, taken together, are 
valuable weapons for the mind and substantial 
armour for the soul. 
“ Read anything con­ 
tinuously,” said Dr. Johnson, “ and you will 
be learned.” • The odd minutes which you are 
inclined to waste, if carefully availed of for 
instruction, will, in the long run, make golden 
hours and golden days we shall be ever thank­ 
ful for.—Scribner's for August. 


A Phantom Railway Train. 
A phantom railway train is something new, 
and beats the phantom ship in impressive so­ 
lemnity. 
According to the Scranton (Pa.) 
Free Pres.s, since the completion of the Nor­ 
thern division of the D., L. and W. Railway, 
many accidents have occurred in the neigh­ 
borhood of Factoryville. 
There is a deep 
“fill” just south of the depot, and engines, 
trains and passengers have rolled down the 
embankment. There is a sharp curve and 
deep cut north of the depot, through which the 
melanchoiy wind is always whistling and wail­ 
ing. Some say that this is specially to be 
heard on the anniversary of one of the most 
fatal of the accidents, and that an unsubstan­ 
tial train filled with ghostly passengers is then 
seen passing along the rail with the speed of 
the wind, while the shrill shrieks of men and 
women break on the stillness of the night.— 
The editor of the Free Press avers that he has 
often heard this sound as of an approaching 
train, and been deceived by it. 
“There is the 
long roll as it moves on a straight line; the 
short pufls as the engine labors up grade, and 
the quick click! click ! as it turns around a 
short curve.” The sounds were never noticed 
until after the fatal accidents; now, “the 
wailing, dying, groauiug sound is nightly 
heard, but never in the day time.” There 
must be something in it, for the proprietor of 
the hotel near .by bears testimony that fre­ 
quently the hungriest gue3ts, hearing the 
sound, leavo the supper table for fear of losing 
the down train.
